902. " From an original copy, 
now before the writer, of May 21, 1747, 
it is seen that tlie tirst and aMond pages 
were Ifvote i to European news, with a 
few Amerioau items, and that the third 
and ionrth x>ages were set apart for the 
use oi iitlvertiRers. 

The first item, d ited "Hngne March 7" 
te'ls of a *' raelaucholy Innndation " 
mlMM>j Utrecht and Leyden suffered 
severely. Following is a bit of news 
from Lege, around which Imperial 
troops were marching; just belotr is a 
Parma item about fifty pieces of cannon 
to be use.l in the Fieore of Genoa, and 
further down the column appears the In- 
tel l1g<jDce that France had spent 189 
millions of livres in the cruel w.nr with 
England. "An extract of a Letter from 
a very anthentick Perfon at Stockholm, 
dated Mfirch 12 ' gives partiiMilars to the 
effect that "the Emprefs of RuHhi will, 
before the £ud ot June, have above 
400,000 Men on Foci" Then, as if Bo- 
rn an tyj-e.=! were tmcqiial to the proper 
tellingof actual battle n -ws, thereoomes 
in italics the following pta-agrapL: 

Genoa, March 4. Bkirmifbing has within a 
day or two begun again. Oue of the Auftrian 
detachments nas attem|)t«d to furprize, in 

a poft near VoUri. the iudei en Jent company of 
Ilarbaruff.i, but that comi'uay defended itfelf 
with fo much liravcry. that the enemy were 
obligei to retire with the lofs of laveral killed 
and wounded, their Commander being of the 
nnnibcr of the latter. 

From Loudon ate accounts of many 
disas ers to shipping at the hands of the 
enemy and of -paratee :ib well, and on the 
second pag^^ are fo^ind budg-tsfrom Bos- 
ton uud New York. In the Boston ^'ewa 
id the following:

wards.' 

The man^ edHora of ibis day who so 

conduct their papara that the advertise- 
ment are mure interesting than the news 
and miscellany mav be gratified to learn 
that the pioneer of journalism gave them 
an ilbistrionR prepr'.leiit in the matter. 
Whatever the Philadelphia reader of 
1747 may haw thonfrht of it, the Phila- 
delphia reader of 1881 finds the adver- 
tisements in the Oazette much more en- 
tertaining than the oorreapoudeuce. A 
fair specimen of the former ia appended:

Taking LibertiM With Names. 

If the bearers of a name choose to 
give it an ecccintric pr^mnuication, they 
have a rig] it to do so, hut they OQunot 
complaiu if it is misi)rouounced by 
straugera. Thus tlie Virginia Taliaferros 
and the Kentucky Vallantlighams call 
themselves respectively the Tollivers 
aud Flanagans, bat no nninstraoted per- 
son would ever think of following their 
example. The queerest case of tlie kind 
is that of the Enrou^hty family of Vir- 
ginia, whose name is pronounced Darby. 
This has L^nc; renniincd a mvsterv. but 
acorre.sixmdeutof the I>Oiitou Transcript 
offers a probable explanation in the fact 
that some families mimed Enright and 
Enraght emigrated from Ireland to this 
country several generations ago. They 
belonged to the mnoh ridiculed sect of 
the Darbyites, and people often hallooed 
after them, "Go along, you old Darby."

The senate amendment to the general 
deficiency bill creating a boar<l of audit to 
pass on claims on account of President Gar- 
field's illness, death and burial and appro- 
piiating $S5jOOO for medical senricsss was 
non-concurred in by the house after a 
long debate. 

Tea bill to secure safe and easier naviga- 
tion on the great rivers, by requiring bridge 
companies to so construct piers as to guide 
steamboats in the channels, was favorably 
reported in the House on Saturday. An 
attempt will be made to put it through the 
House this session.

Mixe^l Schools. 

Sprixqdai.k, Kv., July 15, 1882. 

Editor Bulletin: The universal popular 
education of the masses of the people 
should be the chief object of every nation 
governed by a Democracy, but the manner 
in which that e<iucation shall be distribu- 
ted to its recipients, the author of this arti- 
dtv IfifltM attention. Ttia^ abolltlOB of 
African slavery and the consequent pas- 
sage of the Civil Rights Bill by Congress 
has ushered in an era claiming our attention 
in preference to all other political (jues- 
tions of the day. that is the subject of 
mixed schools.' Wer ara opposed to this 
and hold to the position that there is no 
logical course of reason!^ that will sustain 
its toleration. 

The conscious superiority of the white 
over the black race would destroy all prac- 
tical utility of them being educated to- 
gether. Those Etheoplan sens tf toil 
shouM be educated separately from the 
whites and if it is not done the black en- 
sign of negro equality will wava its ignom- 
inous banner over the people of Kentucky 
in all its vaunted glory. The bright star 
of the Caucasian race will no longer shine 
in its whiteness but will be dimmed by the 
dark cloud of the sons of Ham intermar-. 
ryiug with the daughters of the white 
man. It reqnires but a short experience 
in the school room to acquire a knowledge 
of the fact, that associations of pupils pro- 
duce an attachment for each other which 
lasts during life, that this- nttachment be- 
gan in the nursery of life would gradually 
ripen unto l(5ve and intermarriage in sduft 
years. The adherents to this abomin.able 
policy are certainly more than blind who 
fail to seethe dire efl'ect of negro equality 
uprn the white race. 

We need not travel farther tl;an Mexico 
or South America to see the evil effects of 
the mixture of the races. A country noted 
for its internal dissensious arising doubt- 
less from the conglomerated mixture of 
races so incapable of self-government. 
The elegant physical structure of the Cau- 
cassians would' be in part if not entirely 
destroyed by its most intimate association 
with the blacks. The intellectual ability 
of the Anglo-American would be seriously 
impaired by its union with the African 
race which has been left to act in its primi- 
tive state of e.xistence showing no signs of 
progress or improvement during several 
hundred years thus showing them to be in- 
capable of any high degree of develop- 
ment, we do not believe that any high 
toned and> cultured gentiettaa desires bis 
children educated in schools where the 
blacks attend. The more sensible colored 
men do vM, desire mixed sehobls but some 
of the egotistical fanatics are howling for 
it. We are informed that it has been de- 
cided by the United States Court, that the 
colored children can attend the public 
schools if they desire although the teach- 
ers and trustees object. Provided, how- 
ever that the State does not pass a law 
making mixed schools illegal it such I e 
the case it l>ecomes the people to vote in 
favor of the proposed amendment to tha 
school law and thus maintain separate 
schools. The bill provides for they levying 
of an additional tax of two per cent on 
each one hundred dollars worth of tax- 
able property. The abolish ment of the 
capitation tax on the colored voters and 
an equalization of the school funds and 
the changes of the colored pupilage from 
six years and sixteen to six and twenty, 
subject to ratification by a majority of the 
qualified voters at the ensuing Augnat 
election.

Frequent impurities are found by mi- 
croacopic investigations to esist in the 
tUamond, Orgiiild matter, carbon and 
bubbles of gas are common imiiurities. 
Quartz, chlorite, pyrite and hematite 
have recently been discovered in dia- 
mond9, and tmall cryitala of topai hava 
also been ropu. 

Pal'l Marcoy has described a leaf of 
the giant water l.ly ( Victoria Reyia) 
. fonnd iu Lake Nuna, Pern, as measuring 
twenty-four feet nine and a half inches 
in circumference and weighing between 
tiiirteen and ionrteen potmchi. One of 
the flowers was four feot two inches in 
circumference and weighed three and a 
half pounds. The outer petals were nine 
inchea long. 

.< Some valuable relics discovered at 
Ninevali in the form of fine ivory carv- 
ings showed signs of crumbling on ar- 
riving in Englimd. Oonclnding that loss 
of albumen was the cause of the decay, 
Professor Owen boi]-:>d.the articles. The 
experiment proved entirely •nooesafal. 
and the ivory whs restored to its original 
firmness au<l solidity. 

M. Qaion has been studying the 
phylloxera of the Fr«neh rineyarda with 

the object of discovering, if pca&>i>ile, 
some imrasiffc nrganisiri which mv-^lit be 
.piouagated and luaUe to destroy tlio 
phylloxera. He has found such organ- 
isms, and has striven to cultivate them, 
but with doubtful results. He is pursu- 
ing tlie investigation further. The rav- 
agea of the phvlioxera have become a 
source of great loss to the vine-frrowers 
of France, and any re'^eai'ches promising 
ultimate relief Irem the peat are eagerly 
encouraged. 

Remarkable wind pressures are ex- 
perienced in India. On October 5, 1804, 
two passenger trains, one of eight 
vehicles and the other of twelve, were 
upset on the Eastern Bengal Bail way, all 
the cars being overturned. Several cars 
were started from sidings by the force of 
the wind. On September 21, 1878, a 
long train was traveling on the same 
railway at a speed of about eight miles 
an hour, and was bronglit to a standstill 
by a heavy storm and forced back abcmt 
a mile with full steam and brakes agaioBt 
it It was found d:fiicult to procaed 
after detaching half oi the train. In- 
stances of this kind are said to be fre- 
quent on Indian railways. 

The great red spot on the planet 
Jupiter still attracts a large slure of at- 
tention from Bstronomical observers. 
flti^tpa^ iB.of- an elliptical Iwm, with 
tapering ends, and obvers a vast area, 
^efn^ 2!», 000 miles Ifltilg and 8,80a broad. 
This mysterious appearance was first 
observed more than three years ago, 
since which time its form' seeiiis not to 
have, materiallv altered, although the 
ordinary dark nands crossing Jrpiter's 
disc are iu a state of constant change. 
Speculations as to the nature x)f the red 
pp<it have been numerous, but not very 
i&tllactory. The dark lines {kSit)a8 the 
""^aH^t are Jbekeved to l>e due to 
atmospheric movements, and the sug- 
gestion that th6 red ipot il a pdVtion Of 
the body of the planet which has in 
some unknown way become visible 
through the atmospheric envelope seen^s 
aianv oflfered. • • *
